Edmonton, Aug, 30.—Now that 
Alberia is reasonably well assured |

Mr. Greenfield is going about his, 
task in a systematic manner. He 
proposes to begin by spending a) 
couple of months in travelling over 
the province for the purpose of dis- 
covering thinly populated areas in 
which newcomers may be advant- 
ageously located among those al- 
ready established here. By distribut- 
inp the expected arrivals among 
farmers who have become rooted in 
Alberta, the difficulties of strangers 
to the country in establishing new 
hemes under novel conditions will 


dare a few days ago. One of the 
mothers at that function still wore 
on her head the shawl she brought 
from the old home, but one of the 
daughters of that mother is a grad- 
uate of our Provincial University, 
and another daughter is a registered 
nurse, All the children of the com- 
munity learn English at school; in 
fact, so anxious are the young peo 
ple to acquire an education suited to 
the country that schools first built 
are not large enough to hold those 


desirous of attending. 


Remain on Land 


But life at school does not tend to 
draw these people generally away 
from the farm, The families settle 
on the land as they grow up. When- 
ever a farm is offered for sale in the 
neighborhood, a Rutherian mother 
digs down in her stocking for enoyg}; | 
money to pay cash for a home for 
one of her boys. Community !ife is 
strongly developerd among these 
fellow-citizens of Ruthenian ances- 
try. In fact, in this respect they are | 
much like our fellow-citizens of | 
French decent in Quebec. Many of} 
their schools have teachers’ resid- | 
and 
schools form community centres. 
Still, there is no race-clannishness 
among them. In one solidly Ruthen- 
ian centre, a Rumanian was the lo- 
cal teacher in the same school for 
thirteen years, and recently the 
Ruthenians of that constituency el- 
ected this Rumanian teacher as their 
representative in the Alberta Legis- 
lature, 


“Ruthenians are good workers, 
too. Indeed, if it was not for these, 
and their desire to carn a_ little 
ready money when not employed on 
the land, I do not know how much of 
our rough work would be performed. 

“This talk of these people not be- 
coming good Canadians is bunkum, 


be lessened, and the newcomers will¢' They know the sort of conditions 


vaore quickly attain the status of 
real citizenship. ! 


After British Settlers 
One idea Mr. Greenfield has firm- 
ly fixed in his mind, This is the im-

for Alberta. But he does not propose 
to confine his efforts wholly to the 
promotion of migration from Great 
Britain. He expects to secure many

“Scandinavians,” Mr. Greenfield 
said, “make splendid settlers, and 
merge almost at once with our own 
people.
